America’s Fastest Train. 
Buffalo, Oct. 28.—The 
Empire 
State ex pres*. a new train on the New 
York Central, made its first trip from 
New York to this place yesterday. 
The train of five coaches weighed in 
all 278 tons, the engines which drew 
it—one to Albany and the other thence 
to this place—weighing 100 tons each 
Between Crittenden and Wende the 
best time was made, the tram cover­ 
ing a mile in 51A seconds, equivalent 
to 70 miles an hour. The entire 
journey of 4391 miles was made in 8 
hours 41 minutes and 45 seconds. 
The schedule time is 1$ minutes less, 
or 52$ miles an hour. 


A Narrow Escape. 
A dispatcn to the Minneapolis Tri­ 
bune laat Saturday from Staples, says: 
Conductor McLagan and his rear 
brakeman, on train No. 56, met with a 
severe, though happily, not fatal ac­ 
cident at about 1 o'clock this morning 
near Philbrook, six miles east of this 
place. Owmg to defective working 
of the air brakes, both men were 
thrown from the forward platform of 
tne caboose, striking the car forward 
of it aad being thrown to the ground, 
bat fortunately outside the track.

Edison’s Latest Moter. 
Niw 
Y or k , Oct. 25.—Tfiomas A. 
Edison was seen at his office in Ogden. 
N. J ., regarding bis newly perfected 
motor system for steam and street 
railroads. Asked if it will displace 
the steam locomotive, he replied: 
‘‘Yes, it will displace steam if 
economy, m well qt> sihhx J and safety, 
is a factor of locomotion ; not because 
it will make easily a speed of 
a hun­ 
dred miles an hour, while steam 
strains n£ CJ i 
wake six ty, but be­ 
cause it will get one horse power oui 
of from one to two pounds of cheap 
coal, while out of six pounds of high 
price coal h locomotive can only get 
the same one horse power. It will 
displace it because it will be cheaper ” 
“ When will it displace it?” 
“ It will begin to do it between Chi­ 
cago and Milwaukee, at the World’s 
Fair. In pioneering yon have to have 
a man with nerve to adopt your ideas. 
1 have found the man. 
He is Henry 
Viilard. It is his idea to have this 
system in operation between Chicago 
and Milwaukee during the ex |x witiou. 
He intends to demonstrate that there 
need be no such thing as watting for 
trains between citiee now considered a 
long distance apart He intends to 
run a train, say of two cars, every 
twenty minutes. 
“ 1 would not be surprised after that 
to see him introduce the system over 
the whole of the Northern Pacific 
lines, though be would not be com­ 
pelled to it all at once and throw away 
all bis locomotives. By this system 
electricity 
can 
be gradually in­ 
troduced, more trains being sand­ 
wiched in between the steam trains as 
the locomotive wears out.” 
Mr Edison was disinclined to de­ 
scribe his invention. ” 1 cannot go 
into details,” he said, “ for fear of in­ 
juring my rights on the other side— 
though, by the way, I never made 
anyth*ng out of my European patents 
—bat I will say briefly that the cur­ 
rent will pass from the stationary en­ 
gine to a central rail between the 
tracks, thence through the machinery 
attached to tbe bottom of the cars of 
the motor. A freight train, of coarse, 
would need a motor because of the 
number of cars, although a single 
passenger car eouJ d be run carry nag its 
own motor beneath it, thence to the 
wheels, and thence back by the side 
rails to the power house or stationary 
engine. Three of these, with a horse 
power of 10,000 to 12,000 each, would 
run the whole of the Pennsylvania 
railroad system between here and 
Philadelphia.”

America’s Fastest Train. 


B uffalo, Oct. 28.—The 
Empire 
State express, a new train on the New 
York Cemtral, made its first trip from 
New York to this place yesterday. 
The train of five coaches weighed in 
all 278 tons, the engines which drew 
it—one to Albany and the other thence 
to this place—weighing IOO tons each. 
Between Crittenden and Wende the 
best time was made, the train cover­ 
ing a mile in 5 1 J seconds, equivalent 
to 70 miles an hour.

A Narrow Escape.

Work of Fiends.

Edison was seen at his office in Ogden. 
N. J., regarding his newly perfected 
motor system for steam and street 
railroads. Asked if it will displace 
the steam locomotive, he replied: 
^Yes, it will displace steam if 
economy, RS 
3s 
and safety, 
is a factor of locomotion $ not because 
it will make easily a speed of a hun­ 
dred miles an hour, while steam 
strains nod! 
make sixty, but be­ 
cause it will get OQe horse power oui 
of from one to two pounds of cheap 
coal, white out of six pounds of higb- 
price coal a locomotive can only get 
the same one burse power. It wilt 
displace it because it will be cheaper” 
“Wheu wilt it displace it?” 
“It will begin to do it between Chi­ 
cago and Milwaukee, at the World’s 
Fair. In pioneering yon have to have 
a man with nerve to adopt your ideas. 
I have found the man. 
He is Henry 
Viiiard. 
It is hts idea to have this 
system in operation between Chicago 
aud Milwaukee during the exposition. 
He intends to demonstrate that there 
need be no such thing as waiting for 
trains between cities now considered a 
long distance apart. He intends to 
run a train, say of two care, every 
twenty minutes. 
“I would uot be surprised after that 
to see him introduce the system over 
the whole of the Northern Pacific 
lines, though he would not be com­ 
pelled to it all at once and throw away 
all his locomotives. 
By this system 
electricity 
can 
be gradually 
in­ 
troduced, more trains being sand­ 
wiched in between the steam trains as 
the locomotive wears oat.” 
Mr. Edison was disinclined to de­ 
scribe his invention. 
“I cannot go 
into details,” he said, “for fear of in­ 
juring my rights on the other side— 
though, by the way, I never made 
anything out of my European patents 
—but I will say briefly that the cur­ 
rent will pass from the stationary en­ 
gine to a central rail between the 
tracks, thence through the machinery 
attached to the bottom of the cars of 
the motor. A freight train, of course, 
would need a motor because of the 
number of care, although a single 
passenger car could berun carrying ita 
own motor beneath it, thence to the 
wheels, and thence back by the side 
rails to the power house or stationary 
engine. Three of these, with a horse 
power of 10,000 to 12,000 each, would 
ran the whole of the Pennsylvania 
railroad Bystem between here and 
Philadelphia.”

America’s Fastest Tram. 
B uffalo, Oct. 28.—The 
Empire 
State express, a new train on the New 
York Central, made its first trip from 
New York to this place yesterday. 
The train of five coaches weighed in 
all 278 tons, the engines which drew 
it—one to Albany and the other thence 
to this place—weighing 100 tons each. 
Between Crittenden and Wende the 
best time was made, the tram cover­ 
ing a mile in 51| seconds, equivalent 
to 70 miles an hour.

A Narrow Escape. 
A dispatcn to the Minneapolis Tri­ 
bune last Saturday from Staples, says: 
Conductor McLagan and his rear 
brakeman, on train No. 56, met with a 
severe, though happily, not fatal ac­ 
cident at about 1 o’clock this morning 
near Philbrook, six miles east of this 
place. Owing to defective working 
of the air brakes, both men were 
thrown from the forward platform of 
tne caboose, striking the car forward 
of it and being thrown to the ground, 
but fortunately outside the track.

Work of Fiends. 
Miles City, Mont., Oct. 24.—Short­ 
ly after dark to-night an obstruction, 
composed of heavy timbers, was dis­ 
covered on the Northern Pacific track 
in this city at a point abont 20 feet 
from the entrance to Tongue river 
bridge. 
The track at this point is on 
an embankment about 20 feet high, 
and had the obstruction remained un­ 
discovered, the west bound passenger 
which passes here st 9 o’clock, would 
undoubtedly have met with a terrible 
accident, resulting in great loss of 
l;fe.

Besides a saving of time will 
be gained, for instead of going around 
tty Superior to reach Duluth, the Du­ 
luth business will in future come 
direct here from the junction over the 
old line. 
This new line also gives 
the Northern Pacific a complete belt 
line from Carlton around the two 
cities, which is no doubt the main ob­ 
ject sought by the railroad.—Duluth 
Tribune. 


Edison’s Latest Aloter. 
New York, Oct. 2 5 —Thomas A. 
Edison was seen at his office in Ogden. 
N. J., regarding his newly perfected 
motor system for steam and street 
railroads. Asked if it will displace 
the steam locomotive, he replied: 
^Yes, it will 
displace steam if 
economy, as well qs speed and safety, 
is a factor of locomotion * not because 
it will make easily a speed of a hun­ 
dred miles an hour, while steam 
strains n i C i f ^ » k e sixty, but be­ 
cause it will get one horse power oui 
of from one to two pounds of cheap 
coal, while out of su pounds of high 
price coal a locomotive can only get 
the same ouh horse power. 
It will 
displace it because it will be cheaper.” 
“ When will it displace it?” 
“It will begiu to do it between Chi­ 
cago and Milwaukee, at the World’s 
Fair. 
In pioneering yon have to have 
a man with nerve to adopt your ideas. 
1 have found the man. 
He is Henry 
Viiiard. 
It is his idea to have this 
system in operation between Chicago 
and Milwaukee during the exposition. 
He intends to demonstrate that there 
ueed be no such thing as waiting for 
trains between cities now considered a 
long distance apart 
He intends to 
run a train, say of two cars, every 
twenty minutes. 
“I would not be surprised after that 
to see him introduce the system over 
the whole of the Northern Pacific 
lines, though he would not be com­ 
pelled to it ail at once and throw away 
all his locomotives. 
By this system 
electricity 
can 
be gradually 
in­ 
troduced, more trains being sand­ 
wiched in between the steam trains as 
tb« locomotive wears o u t” 
Mr. Edison was disinclined to de­ 
scribe bis invention. 
“I cannot go 
into details,” he said, “for fear of in­ 
juring my rights on the other side— 
though, by the way, I never made 
auyth'iig oat of my European patents 
—but I will say brietly that the cur­ 
rent will pass from the stationary en­ 
gine to a central rail between the 
tracks, thence through the machinery 
attached to the bottom of the cars of 
the motor. 
A freight train, of course, 
would need a motor because of the 
number of cars, although a single 
passenger car could be run carrying its 
own motor beneath it, thence to the 
wheels, and thence back by the side 
rails to the power house or stationary 
engine. Three of these, with a horse 
power of 10,000 to 12,000 each, would 
run the whole of the Pennsylvania 
railroad system between here and 
Philadelphia."

Sticks,

nellites and McCarthyites. 


Hospitals Filled With Participants 
Who Have Been Laid Up for Much- 
Needed Repairs. 


Cork. Oct. 28.-—Messrs. W illiam O'Brien 
and John Dillon arrived here to-day. The 
two distinguished members of parliament 
were met by a deputation composed of 
members of the National federation, repre­ 
sentatives of the Gaelic dub, the municipal 
officers and a large number of priests. 
An enormous crowd of people lined the 
route, followed by the procession which 
followed Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon lrom 
the railroad station. The procession was 
headed by a brass band, and was escorted 
by a strong detachment of police. As the 
procession passed through the streets there 
was considerable hissing and booing, and 
several stones crashed through a large por­ 
trait of W illiam O’Brien which was carried 
in the parade. 
Upon arriving at the assembly rooms 
Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien were given an 
enthusiastic reception, during which sev­ 
eral warmly applauded speeches 
were 
made. 
While the speechmaking was in 
progress a body o: Purnell.tes attacked the 
bandsmen of the McCarthyites and tried to 
demolish their instruments, now a favorite 
proceeding upon the party of the contend­ 
ing factions. A warm tree fight followed, 
but it was only oi short duration, a? the 
police charged in upon the combatants and 
toon put an end to the hostilities. 
Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien ader the re­ 
ception at the assembly rooms was ended, 
escorted by a number of friends, attended 
the Cork county convention, where Mr. 
Dillon acted as presiding officer. 
During 
the course of an add res 5 made to the coun­ 
ty delegates, Mr. Dillon com plained of 
what he termed the “organized violence” 
of the Rarnell.tes, and m adeother allusions 
to the political situation which were loud­ 
ly applauded bv those pre-cut. Mr.O'Brien 
further declared that it had become his 
duty to drive the followers ot Rarnell from 
parliament. 


A LIVELY SCRIMMAGE.

A detachment ot mounted police 
was scut for, a:id they spurred their horses 
In between the two line? of combatants, 
striking ricbt anti left with the fiat ol their 
sabers am id two crossing showers ot stones 
and bricks. 
A large, number oi wounded

products, m ust w ork w ith m achinery, 
and th u s till large tra cts. Under these 
circum stances very few could h ave 
farm s Hose enough to a proposed v il­ 
lage to perm it of their m aking hom es 
in it. 
W estern farm ing is. 
and of 
necessity m ust be, on a rath er exten ­ 
sive scale th a t will n ot perm it of a 
concen tration of the people. 
I11 a 
cou n try where land is high because 
the dem and for its prod u cts is great, 
sm all tra c ts given up to vegetable 
farm ing, and furnishing m ore o p p o r­ 
tu n ity foi lab o r th an 50 tim es its ex­ 
tent in ou r W estern land, ad ap ted to 
grain farm ing, will perm it village farm ­ 
ing, b ut we predict its failure for the 
present in ou r cou n try.

Osage orange hedge fences are unde­ 
sirable. 
T he weight of testim on y is 
again st them . 
Som e farm ers are still 
planting them , b u t for every such one 
there are five who are digging them 
out. 
F o r the first 10 y ea rs the p ro s­ 


pect for a good fence is bright. It con ­ 
tinues to thicken, and when well kept, 
is n ot to o high to be easily trim m ed. 
T his is-th ecase when the trim m ing has 
been done three or four tim es a year. 
B ut the stu b s are left an inch or tw o 
longer a t every trim m ing, and in tim e 
the old wood m ust be cut down a foot 
or tw o, and th is is an exasperatin g 
piece of w ork. 
T h e trim m ing m ust be 
done each tim e ju st before the th orn s 
harden, no m a tter how m uch other 
work presses. 
A little delay m akes 
serious trouble. 
B u t all this could be 
endured if the hedge m ade a tru st­ 
w orth y fence. 
It gives lino prom ise, 
b ut soon a lter it reaches a condition 
ct tru stw orth in ess hog 
holes 
and 
breaks begin to appear in it. 
It re­ 
quires co n stan t mending, and is never 
safe. 
It robs the earth of p la n t food 
and becom es a nuisance. 
N o tw ith ­ 
stan din g the w ork of uprooting a 
hedge fence, a very few possessors of 
hedges over 10 or 15 years old are 
willing to let them stan d unless they

B at it is strange th a t in these d a y s cf 
high feeding, w ith its well know n re­ 
sults, this m an, or an y other, should 
h i willing to keep Jersey cow s on 
sh o rt ratio n s. 
If an yth in g in the line 
of dairyin g has been fully d em on stra­ 
ted it is the fact th a t th e ra te of p ro ­ 
duction of a good d a iry cow is very 
closely regulated b y the q u an ity and 
q u a lity of th e food 
which she con ­ 
sum es. 
It is just as p ro fita b le to a t­ 
tem p t a great am ou n t of heat from 
a sto ve w ith a ve ry sm all q u a n tity of 
fu I as it is to a ttem p t to get large re- 
t m is from a cow while giving her but 
little to eat. No m a tter how good the 
sto v e is it can n ot give out heat wit 11- 
o u t fuel. 
T h is is self evident. 
It is 
eq u ally 
tru e th a t 110 m atter how 
good the cow m ay b e siie c a n n ot, for 
a n y length of tim e, give large q u an ti­ 
ties of rich m ilk w ith ou t a liberal su p ­ 
ply of n u tritio u s food.

to ta k e on fa t th an the pure breeds. 
In stead of rendering them delicate, it 
is evidence th a t th ey require less food, 
and th a t th ey have p a rtia lly been 
changed from being prolific layers to 
m eat producers. 
T his tendency 
to 
tak e 011 fat b y cross-bred birds is the 
cause of persistent setters, 
and we 
are confirm ed by every experim ent in 
our claim th a t when hens becom e fa t 
they are m ore a p t to becom e b ro o d y .” 
If th is a u th o rity is correct, it w ould 
ap p ear th a t ou r farm ers who keep 
hens for eggs are m aking a m istake in 
crossing their flocks as m uch as 
is 
com m on. 
W hen new* blood is in tro ­ 
duced it should be from 
the sam e 
breed. 
All this m ay be u sually true, 
but there are som e ci oss-bred flocks 
th a t are great egg producers. 
A u th orities agree th a t the va riatio n 
in the color of the y o lk of eggs is due 
neither to the breed of the hens nor 
their ace. b u t to the coloring m a tter 
of the Food consum ed. 
T he richness 
or the paleness of the color so often 
noted 
does not 
q ualify an y m ore 
th an the a n n a tto used to color b u tter 
indicates 
its 
q u a lity . 
In tim es of 
d ro u th or la te in the season, when 
p la n ts lose their bright color, eggs 
h ave paler yolks. 
C lover or corn-fed 
hens give p len ty of color to their 
eggs. 


F e e d in g P u m p k in s t o H o g s. 


T h e N ation al Stockm an says: 
“ T he 
farm er who is so fo rtu n ate as to have 
a good supply of pum pkins has a 
va lu a b le food in them as a p a rt ra ­ 
tio n for his fatten ing 
hogs. 
It is 
claim ed by som e th a t hogs will latten 
on them as their on ly food. 
W e 
w ould not care to risk the statem en t 
so far a s to un dertake to fit a lo t of 
hogs for 
m ark et 
w ith them . 
W e 
w ould feed as m any each d a y as the 
hogs w ould eat up clean and then give 
them all the corn they could Consume 
besides. 
Young hogs w ith a ratio n of 
pum pkins each d a y will stan d a m uch 
longer feeding of corn th an they would 
if fed corn alone. 
It is a w asteful w ay 
of feeding, to th row o u t enough corn 
or pum pkins, or b oth a t one tim e, to 
la st the hogs tw o or three d a ys. 
T heir 
food should be given to them sweet 
and clean a t least tw ice a d a y .” 
A n oth er plan of feeding pum pkins 
to hogs th a t h as been found to p ro­ 
duce 
excellent results, is to begin 
early in the fall, when the fattening 
hogs are in the p astu re lot; give them 
all th ey can ea t as long as the sup ply 
lasts, then begin w ith the corn. 
P um pkins alpne will fa tten hogs 
quite rap id ly, b u t the po rk from such 
feeding is soft and undesirable, and 
needs a finishing w ith corn to m ake it 
first-class. 
P um pkin s are cheaper th an corn — 
besides being a specially health-giving 
food, hence the fa t and flesh added in 
the beginning is 
m ore econ om ically 
produced and the profits p ro p o rtio n ­ 
a tely increased.

A San F ran cisco paper inform s its 
readers th a t a tro ttin g horse is very 
useful outside the tra ck , and asserts 
th a t “ on the road he is great; on the 
farm he does the w ork of a mule, plow­ 
ing.

hauling h ea vy 
lo ad s;” while in the cities “ he pulls 
butcher carts, m ilk wagons, buggies, 
carriages, 
om nibuses 
and

w agon s.” P o ssib ly the tro ttin g horse 
can do the “ w ork of a m ule.” H e m ay 
be able tp draw’ the plow and to haul 
h ea vy load s,

ing horse m a y be a fine road ster, but 
som e of the very points which giye him 
excellence in th is direction m anifestly 
unfit him for use on a farm , or for an y 
oth er h ea v y and long-continued w ork.

Its an a lysis does not show a 
high m anurial value, as it co n tain s 
m uch carbon th a t is not valued as a 
m anure, but herein m ay we be led 
a stra y by the tab les and th eory. Its 
m echanical effect on all soils th a t nre 
inclined to pack is great. 
It lightens 
and w arm s up the soil, and lets the 
a ir in to feed the ro o ts. 
It is a good 
absorb en t, and should be used freely 
in the stalls, when n o t w anted for fee I. 
R eturn all stra w to the soil eit her in 
form 
of anim al 
m anure or in its 
usual form after rottin g. 


C l e a n l in e s s In t h e D a iry 


A cream ery m an w rites: “ T liechurn , 
b u tter w orker and all utensils th a t 
com e in co n tact w ith the b u tter should 
be washed first with h ot w ater and 
so a p — and good soap, to o , n ot com ­ 
m on three-cents-a-bar rosin soap; this 
will ta k e off all b u tter or grease, but 
will not thoroughly cleanse the uten ­ 
sil on accoun t of the oil or fa tty sub­ 
stan ce in the so ap itself, and to over 
com e th is rinse w dh boiling w ater. 
Cold w ater alone will n ot do, as it will 
cause a very sm all portio n of the soap 
which has been dissolved in the suds 
to harden and rem ain on the u ten sil.”

D on ’t perm it the w ater from the 
m anure to drain under y o u r p o u ltry 
house; if yo u do you will be sure to 
regret it. 
D am pness of a n y kind is 
n ot to lerated w ith a h ealth y flock of 
fow ls. 


Select the w arm est place in 
the 
gardens where the drainage is good— 


on the south side of a hill if yo u h ave 
such a thing, and p la n t y o u r grapes 
there. 


Did y o u ever thin k th a t a weed w as 
som ething of a blessing to som e peo­ 
ple? 
It is. 
It com pels them to do 
w h at th ey would n ot do but for weeds, 
cu ltiv a te the crop. 


R aw m eat in m od eration, chopped 
fine and fed a b o u t thrice a week will 
stim u la te egg production .

Som e 
cook it, b u t raw m eat is b etter by 
far. 


F o r an y one w anting a w hite fowl of 
excellent layin g q u alities the white 
M inorca will be sure to please.

a ra te adm irers and the qualities of 
each are m ore or less d istin ct. 


T he m an w ho believes— and a cts oa 
his belief— th a t cow s should h ave no 
shade in the p astu re so th a t they w ont 
loose a n ytim e from eatin g by laying 
in shade should, be com pelled to eat a 
d a y bareheaded in the h o t sun. 


F o r scalding p o u ltry , 
the w ater 
should, be as near the boiling as p o s­ 
sible, w ith ou t a ctu a lly boiling; th e 
bird, being held by the head and legs, 
should be im m ersed and lifted up and 
dow n in w ater three tim es; th is m akes 
picking easy. 


S u b s t it u t e fo r B la ck W aln u t. 
B lack w aln ut, form erly so extensive­ 
ly used in the m anufacture of furniture, 
is said to be growing exceedingly scarce 
in F lo rid a . 
It m ay n ot be cenerally 
know n, b ut is nevertheless true, th a t 
the black gum, which grow s so plenti­

It seems m ost absurd to us who live 
in this yea r of grace, but still it is an 
unquestionable fact th a t, in w hat 1 
m ust call the D ark Ages, it w as the 
custom to hold anim als as subject to 
the o rd in ary law s of the land, an d to 
h ave regular trials, in which the unfor­ 
tu n ate an im als were defendants. T h e 
records of F ran ce show us th a t from 
1120 to 1740 there were tried n early 
one hundred anim als for different of­ 
fences, and in 1740 the la st trial w as 
held, and th e prison er— a cow — w as 
found gu ilty and executed. 
I believe 
ad vo cates were a lw a y s assigned to 
the accused, and the tria ls were con ­ 
ducted with the greatest form ality. 
In one d istrict of F ra n ce a suit w as 
in stitu ted by the in h ab ita n ts again st 
a certain insect which w as d e v a sta t­ 
ing their fields, and lasted fo rty-tw o 
years! 
In an other d istrict certain ra ts were 
proceeded against; th ey were described 
111 the w rit a s “ d irty an im als in the 
form of ra ts of a greyish color, living 
in holes.” 
Needless to sa y , no rats 
entered an appearance on the d a y of 
trial, and judgem ent w as given again st 
them in default. 
In 1457 a sow and her six young 
ones were tried for having m urdered 
and eaten a child. T he sow w as found 
guilty and sentenced to death, but the 
little pigs Mere acq u itted on the ground 
of yo u th , and the absence of direct 
p rabf th a t th ey had eaten a n y p a rt 
of the child. 
In Sw itzerland a cock w as tried for 
having laid art egg; after a long tria l 
and m any ingenious speeches for p ro s­ 
ecution and for defence the un fort­ 
u n ate cock w as sentenced to death, 
n ot because he w as a cock, b u t 011 the 
ground th a t he w as a devil in the form 
of a cock— and so he and his egg were 
burn t at the stake. 
In Ita ly caterp illars were often tried, 
an d fish also. A n im als in those olden 
tim es were also ad m itted as witnesses 
011 behalf of an accused person.

m urderer sw ore before 
an 
anim al 
th a t he Mas innocent (provided it was 
clear th a t the anim al w as present a t 
the tim e of the m urder) he w as held 
guiltless if the anim al did n o t con ­ 
tra d ict him, because it w as th o u gh t 
then th a t G od would rath er w ork a 
m iracle and m ake the dum b anim al 
speak th an a m urderer to escape jus­ 
tice.
